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REMARKS 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 17, 21-65, and 67 constitute the pending claims in 
the present application. Among them, claims 17, 21-36, 43-65, and 67 are allowed. Applicants 
have canceled claims 1-16, 18-20, and 66 to expedite prosecution. Applicants reserve the right to 
prosecute claims of similar or identical scope in future applications. 

In the previous reply, Applicants inadvertently stated in the REMARKS section that 
claim 40 was canceled without prejudice, while in fact claim 40 was merely amended in the list 
of all pending claims. Since the list represents all pending claims, and the instant Office Action 
does not treat claim 40 as being canceled and has in fact allowed claim 40 as amended, 
Applicants will regard claim 40 as never having been canceled. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration in view of the following remarks. Issues 
raised by the Examiner will be addressed below in the order they appear in the Office Action. 

Claim rejections under 35 U.S.G 112. second paragraph 

Claims 37-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, for lacking antecedent 

basis. 

Applicants have amended claims 37-42 to depend on claim 67 to obviate this rejection. 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection.
